national Federation,’’ 
Lowy told the small gath- 
ering of Hakoah Club 
members. 

“The problems we are 
faced with are not just 
those of our club but prob- 
lems of the code and the 
administration of the 
game itself, as presently 
constituted in this coun- 
try.” 

Lowy claimed that 
many of the ASF’s actions 
are ‘‘to the detriment of 
soccer generally’ 

As an example, he men- 
tioned ‘‘a tendency for 
State and national teams 
— not to mention visiting 
international teams — to 
be glamorised and boosted 
to the skies, while the 
clubs who provide the 
players bleed every week 
on the field for lack of sup- 
port and promotion.”’ 

“The big, highly-publi- 
cised matches and even 
successful overseas tours 
by the Socceroos, have, un- 
fortunately, very little 
spin-off for the clubs, even 
while they make the ‘roof’ 
of Australian soccer loo 
good. ‘ 

“In the meantime the 
foundations are very shaky 
and in danger of collapse,” 
Lowy warned. 

He expressed the hope 
that the ASF will recog- 
nise the problems and 
takes steps to correct 
them, before it is ‘‘too la- 
te™. 

The Sydney City presi- 
dent called for universal 
recognition of the fact that 
Australian soccer’s 
strength depends on the 
strength of its clubs. 

Problems in attracting 
crowds of a notable size in 
Sydney were highlighted 
by Lowy, who admitted his 
own club’s failure in this 
respect. 

He urged that the prob- 
lem be alleviated by a joint 
effort of the PSL clubs and 
the ASF itself, and deman- 
ded that everybody take on 
a fair share of the financial 
burden involved.

Retirement perhaps crossed my mind during the 
closed season, but | knew | would regret my deci- 
sion if | quit soccer. I‘d be pretty sorry if | gave the 
game away and then decided halfway through the 

_ season that | wanted to play again. 


It’s harder to keep fit once 
you're over 30 but I don't 
mind putting in the extra 
work. I train 12 months of 
the year and find that I’m.as 
fit as anyone else once the 
season is in full swing. 

When I do stop playing, I want 
to be sure I'm doing the 
right thing. The time to 
retire comes when a player 
loses his place, finds train- 
ing a great strain and has no 
more enthusiasm for soccer.

All the best players and top 
coaches were with Sydney 





clubs, which were the rich- 
est and strongest in the 
country. 

In the past, the Australian 
national coach would be 
based in Sydney and rarely 
would have to leave the city 
because the entire national 
team played in the NSW 
State League. 

But Srey is no longer the 
centre of Australian soccer 
and I can’t see too much 
hope for Sydney soccer in 
the future.

The size of the burden 
was graphically illustrated 
by Sydney City Soccer 
Club's financial statement 
for 1979, which showed 
that expenditures amount- 
ed to 1,386 (compared 
with the 1978 total of 
$205,805), while income 
was only $101,879 (down 
from $111,293 the previous 
year). 


Gate receipts at home 
games were only $41,056, a 
drop of almost $10,000. 


This in spite of Sydney 
City spending almost $16;- 
000 On advertising and 
promotion, an’ increase of 
nearly $13,000 on the pre- 
ceeding 12 months. 


John Warren, who acted 
as the club's promotions 
officer in 1979, is no ionger 
with Sydney City. 


However, by far the big- 


‘pest item of expenditure 


was under players’ fees, 
bonuses and retainers — a 
staggering $132,553, but 





showing only a moderate 
increase of less than $2,000 
since 1978. 


It is perhaps a reflection 
of the financial mess in 
which major PSL clubs 
find themselves that 
Sydney Gity’s contribution 
to juniors last year 
dropped to $3221, almost 
$2,000 below the 1978 level.

The international flash of brilliance in soccer. 
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By LAURIE SCHWAB 


Victories by Victoria or NSW are so memorable simply 
because there have been so few of them. 


That's why results like NSW’s 4-1 
against Norwich City in 1979, 2-1 
against Chelsea in 1974 and 2-1 against 
Mioscow Dynamo in 1977, live on in the 
memory- 


Similarly, we will talk for a long time 
about Victoria’s wins of 2-1 against the 
Welsh FA in 1975, 2-1 against Bristo! 
rovers in 1974, 4-0 against AEK Athens 
in 1979 and, most recently, 2-1 against 
Red Star Beigrade early this year. 


NSW had only half as many games as 
Victoria in the seventies because most 
of the matches against overseas teams 
in Sydney were allocated to the national 
team. 

There are players who have appeared 
for NSW, as well as Victoria. They in- 
clude goalkeeper Jack Reilly, defenders 
George Keith, Rob McGinn, Stan Ack- 
erley and Doug Utjesenovic, midfielders 
Jimmy Rooney and Tommy Randiles and 
forwards Attila Abonyi, Billy Rogers, 
Peter Ollerton, Ray Pocock end Wim 
Spiekermann. 

Of these, only Rooney will appear on 
Sunday as captain and midfield general 
of Victoria. He played for NSW in its 
victory over Moscow Dynamo nine 
years ago and has figured in Victoria’s 
successes over the past 12 months. 

Ray Baartz with 11 appearances, and 
Attila Abonyi with 10, were the NSW 
stalwarts of the seventies, while Branko 
Buljevic, Jack Reilly, Billy Vojtek and 
Jimmy Mackay were the longest 
serving Victorian State players over the 
seme period. 

But the man who represented Victoria 
most often was Frank Micic, who not- 
ched up more than 50 appearances after 
he first wore the State colors in the 
early sixties. 

Among the longest-serving NSW 


State players was Joa Marston, who 
also captained Australia and who played 
for Praston North End in England. 

Although Victoria holds a one-match 
advantage over NSW in matches played 
between the States, it is NSW that en- 
joyed the greater reputation in the 
sixties and most of the seventies. 

Results like NSVV's 71-0, 2-0 and 4-3 
victories over Victoria in 1962 and its 
4-1 triumph in 1969, achieved through a 
hat-trick by Adrian Aiston contributed 
towards this reputation. 

But Victoria, through solid prepara- 
tion and sound planning, has established 
itself possibly as the strongest State 
team in Australia with victories over 
Partizan Belgrade, AEK Athens and Red 
Star since Len McKendry became coach 
just over a year ago. 

These resulta have beon regarded 
cynically by the other States, which 
argue that the visiting teams were at a 
disadvantages against Victoria, as they 
were playing their first games after 
stepping off the plane. 

Yet if the overseas teams were as far 
ahead in all-round ability as everyone 
claims, they should win whatever the 
handicaps. 

NMicKendry argues however that the 
class difference is not great providing 
we piay the right way. 

In his bolief, the right way is denying 
the opponents possession of the ball by 
holding possession yourselves and by

MicKendry has had the advantage of 
drilling his players in his style of piay at 
weekly training sessions over more than 
a year. 

NSW still trains only for a few weeks 
before each match.
